Brrr! It was cold and wet in 
Marin late yesterday and this morn­ 
ing — but don’t dig out your over­ 
coats. Indian summer is supposedly 
on the way. 
It became so cold in fact that the 
mercury in thermometers took a 
heavy plunge to the shivering 40’s 
during the night. And the county 
was shaken by a loud and startling 
thunder and lightning storm which 
sent hail and rain from the dark 
skies. 
But if you were one of those early 
morning risers who was shaking 
from the cold today, you can take 
comfort in the prediction of the 
weatherman 
who 
promises 
fair 
weather tomorrow and during the 
weekend. 
Officially, it’s still summer until 
September 21. 
The temperature rose to 62 de­ 
grees by noon today and in San Ra­ 
fael and was to remain in the 60’s 
and 7G’s for the nex t couple of days, 
according to the faithful forecasters. 
41 DEGREES ON TAM 
It went down to 41 degrees on 
Mt. Tamalpais and 51 in San Ra­ 
fael during the night. San Francisco 
opened its eyes to a snappy 54 at 7 
a.m. 
Yesterday’s rain had been forecast 
during the early morning but doubt­ 
ing persons refused to believe the 
possibility until resounding claps of 
thunder and crazy streaks of bright- 
lightning broke out from the black 
clouds. 
With the late summer storm, San 
Rafael had an unex pected blackout 
for slightly more than one minute. 
However, Leslie Folbert, division 
superintendent for P.G. aad E., said 
the power failure was one of the 
mysteries of, the fall season. “Light­ 
ning could have struck a power line, 
but we haven’t found any evidence 
of it if it did,” Wolbert said. The 
power returned automatically. 
The failure occurred at about 3:14 
pm. 
BAIN IN SAN RAFAEL 
Though the rain measured only 
.03 i nc h e s in San Rafael, the 
amount was considerably higher on 
the east peak of Mt. Tamalpais 
where county fire department look­ 
outs said .32 inches of precipitation 
was recorded. 
But that wasn’t all that came 
with the storm. Fire Lookout Harry 
Steinbur# said his station on the 
mountain was pelted with hail 
stones almost a half inch in dia­ 
meter. 
Steinburg* said he dHFove along 
the eld fire road on the moun­ 
tain about two hours later and 
found the hail stones had been 
blown to the side of the rood 
and were grouped in masses 
nearly two feet wide and about 
one foot deep.

Jones Sees 
Marin Voting 


Roll Gains 


It’s now or never for those who 
haven’t yet registered to vote in the 
November 4 presidential elections. 
At 9 pm. today the curtain drops 
qn registration in what may be the 
most highly touted election in the 
nation's history. 
“It’s not too late,” County Clerk 
George S. Jones said today, remind­ 
ing the unregistered that they still 
have a few hours to sign up at his 
office or any of 44 other stations 
around the county. 
SEES NEW GAIN 
Jones said the final registration 
figures, to be available in a month 
or so, should show a net gain of 
several thousand over the number 
registered for the June 3 primary. 
Jones revealed 23,077 registered 
Republicans and 20,766 Democrats 
at that time. 
“There’s no danger of Marin’s 
moving back into the Democratic 
column as far as registrations ax e 
concerned,” Jones said, “Registra­ 
tions since the primary show about 
the same trend.” 
SOME CANCELLATIONS 
The gradual increase in total reg­ 
istration has been cut somewhat, 
Jones pointed out, by a daily average 
of 50 cancellations, mostly from 
those who have moved to San Fran­ 
cisco from Marin. 
The clerk urged every eligible 
Marin resident to get registered be­ 
fore 
deadline arrives. 
“You don’t have a say in your 
nation’s government if you don’t 
gb to the polls on election day,” he 
warned, “and you can’t vote if you 
aren’t registered.” 
Voters are automatically on the 
registration roll if they voted in 
either the November, 1950, general 
election OR the June, 1952, primary, 
or both, and have not changed their 
name or place of residence.

Senator Says There Would Be Cash Savings; 
Directors' Man Says 'taint Necessarily So 


Legislation Sen. Jack McCarthy propose* to introduce in 
January to have the state take over the maintenance and opera­ 
tion of the Golden Gate bridge, will save $132,000 per year, but 
will not immediately relieve bridge district residents of financial 
responsibility. So says the senator. 
Such legislation has been tried 
numerous times before and failed, 
no such savings would be made if it 
did succeed, apd legal authority has 
declared the bridge district-can not 
be dissolved so long as any bonds 
are outstanding. That’s the opinion 
of bridge public relations officer 
JamesAdam. 
The bridge should be acquired by 
the state, but the -decision should 
be made on solid facts of advantage, 
not on the price of the paint or 
whether trucks should • pay by 
weight or ax le count. That’s the op­ 
inion of Marin bridge director Le- 
land Murphy. 
The opinions were ex pressed this 
morning on Marin Sounding Board 
program on KTTM, which will be 
rebroadcast at 12:30 p.m. Sunday. 
Kitty Oppenheimer was moderator 
and listeners phoned questions for 
the panel. 
McCarthy led off the discussion 
tfith a summation of the “hundreds 
of thousands of dollars” which could 
be saved by the state taking over 
the bridge. He said eliminition of 
the board of directors, general man­ 
ager, secretary to the board, legal 
staff, advertising and public relat­ 
ions budget, consolidation of paint 
purchasing and of toll collecting 
with other state bridges would save 
a total of $132,939. He declared the

man Ralph Brown (D, Modesto) 
said today he will shortly name a 
citizens advisory committee to help 
whip into final shape his bill to 
curb secrecy in government. 
Brown was empowered to pick the 
citizens group by# his judiciary com­ 
mittee which yesterday heard half 
a dozen newspapermen ‘give In­ 
stances of how government officials 
withheld public records from the 
press or how they held closed meet­ 
ings to transact public business. 
Jack Craemer, San Rafael Inde­ 
pendent-Journal managing editor 
and co-chairman of the California 
Newspaper Publishers Association’s 
committee on freedom of informa­ 
tion, said half thé editors he polled 
in a survey last spring reported in­ 
stances of news barriers set up by 
public officials. 
John B. Long, general manager of 
the CNPA* submitted a 15 page list 
of what he said were cases of news 
blackout» Imposed by governmental 
officials. 
Ross Marshall, Hearst newspaper 
representative, declared the press is 
not interested in breaking down the 
■

Dan L. Beebe, publisher of the 
Oroville Mercury, declared mod 
private meetings held by govern­ 
mental bodies “are held to pro­ 
tect boobs in public office.”

Ex-Revenue Aide 
Indicted For

Evading Taxes 


WASHINGTON (U.R) — Attorney 
General James P. McGranery an­ 
nounced today that a Federal Grand 
Jury has indicted Daniel A. Bolich, 
former No. 2 man to the Internal 
Revenue bureau on five counts of 
income tax evasion. 
The indictment was returned by a 
special federal grand jury sitting to 
Brooklyn, N.Y. McGranery said it is 
continuing “its investigation.” 
The Brooklyn grand jury has been 
studying, among other matters, the 
information developed by Kings’ 
subcommittee. 
The indictment charges that Bo­ 
lich reported tax able income of 
$54,771.18 during years 1946 through 
1950 and paid tax es of $6,883.87. 
The indictment says Bolich should 
have reported $83,314.27 in tax able 
income and paid tax es totaling $14,- 
328.41—a discrepancy of $7,444.54. 
If found guilty Bolich could be 
fined $10,000, ordered to serve five 
years in jail or both on each of the 
five tax counts. 
The King committee testimony 
featured the apparent discrepancy 
in the former assistant tax commis­ 
sioner’s reported income and ex ­ 
penditures. Testimony also linked 
Bolich with Henry “The Dutchman” 
Grü newald, shadowy mystery man 
in the tax scandal inquiry.

Pacific Gas and Electric Co. cele­ 
brated today 100 years of service to 
the people 
of California du ring 
which the company has developed 
and progressed with the state. 
PG&E began as a small San 
Francisco gas company in 1852 and 
now ranks as one of the largest u til 
ity systems in the world, employing 
18,579 persons and serving 2,565,403 
cu stomers. 
The company expanded throu gh 
a series of mergers throu gh the 
years and is at present a consolida­ 
tion of 520 companies th at had in­ 
dependent beginnings. 
The last merger was in 1950, when 
the 
“Big Three,” PG&E, 
Great 
W estern Power Corp., and San Joa­ 
q u in Light and Power Corp. became 
the pr e s e t PG&E. 
In 1854 the company’s earliest 
predecessor, the San Francisco Gas 
Co., introdu ced gas street lights in 
San Francisco.

Same Old Story: Trash 
Piles Desecrate Nature . 


Old Moth er Nattire did a h igh ly commend­ 
able job wh en th e put Marin county togeth er. 
O ur tree-dotted h ills, our redwood groves, 
our picturesque sh oreline and our many oth er 
giftt of nature combine to make th is undeniably 
a garden spot 
* Th rough th e yeajs th at “civilized" h umans 
fuve occupied th e place, much h as been done 
toward conservation of th ese natural endow­ 
ments; but considerable also h as been done in 
th e way of desecration. Wild game and fowl 
h ave been all but driven to extinction; much of 
our sh oreline h as been polluted to th e detri­ 
ment of fish ing and taking sh ell fish . Th e faces 
of some of our h illsides h ave been altered in a 
way th at—putting it mildly—doesn’t flatter 


th em. 
Most of th ese desecrations h ave occurred 
over a period of years in such manner th at as 
individuals we h ave fcsscn able to do little to 
stop th e tide. 
• 
But th ere is one desecration th at takes place 
every year* A good many of us get all h et up 
about it every pear. We let some of our public 
officials know about it. Th ey pledge renewed 
efforts. And th at's about th e end of it. 
We refer, of course, to th e matter of dump­ 
ing refuse along our roads, despoiling th e 
countryside. Maybe it's because we get more 
sensitive to th is abomination as th e 
years go 
by, but we can't h elp feeling th at th e situation 
gets worse instead of better every 
year. 
It used to be, it seems to us, th at we only 
saw th e trash strewn along th e road bligh ting 
wh at would oth erwise be an attractive country­ 
side wh en we were riding in th e country on a 
Sunday afternoon. 
Now, it seems to us, th e abuse h as invaded

some of our nicest residential neigh borh oods. 
It is easy to blame our respective police de­ 
partments and our county sh eriff for lack of 
vigilant enforcement 


No doubt th ey could h elp matters consider­ 
ably by redoubling th eir efforts. 


But we cannot place all th e blame th ere. 
Th e real culprits obviously are.th e people 
wh o th ough tlessly and illegally dump trash 
along roadsides. Th ose people are individuals. 
Th ey can control th eir own actions. Th ey can 
h alt th is practice. 
Mostly, we th ink, it is a matter of laziness 
or ignorance. Th e offenders are too Lazy to 
take th e trouble to find out wh ere th e public 
dump is (Smith Bros, just opposite th e Lucas 
Valley road intersection on High way 101, north 
of San Rafael), or th ey are ignorant of th e fact 
th at for only a small extra ch arge most of our 
scavenger services will pick up and dispose of 
almost anyth ing. 
Th e Salvation Army in response to a tele­ 
ph one call (DUnlap 8-4457) will send a truck 
around to pick up th ings th e likes of wh ich 
we h ave seen along our roads—old sh oes, cloth ­ 
ing, papers, magazines, etc. And after th e Sal­ 
vation Army h as picked th em up, you may even 
get a “th ank you" post card and invitation to 
call th em again in th e future if and wh en you 
h ave sqpneth ing to dispose of. 
Our law enforcement officers can h elp by 
“getting off th e dime,” but th e offenders among 
us can rectify th e situation quicker and easier 
by taking trouble to find out wh ere th e nearest 
public dump is, or h aving th e scavenger h aul 
th e “junk” away, or h aving th e Salvation Army 
pick up salvageable th ings.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Th e is­ 
sue on Proposition No. 3 on th e 
November ballot is wh eth er or not 
a 1951 action of th e state legisla­ 
ture exempting th e property of 
private sch ools of less th an collegi­ 
ate grade, sh ail be sustained. Th e 
proposition is a referendum, and 
wh ich ever way it goés, th e legisla­ 
ture could take furth er action if it 
so desired. 
Proponents of th e measure, wh o 
include Ch ester W. Nimltz, fleet 
admiral and regent of th e Uni­ 
versity of California; 
(f. J. Hag­ 
gerty, California State Federation 
of Labor and Adrian J. tfalk, past 
president of th e state ch amber of 
commerce, claim th at only $700,000 
in taxes must be absorbed if th e 
measure is adopted, Ilf all sections 
of th e state. 


OPPONENTS, WHO INCLUDE 
Alfred J. Lundberg, also a past 
president of th e state ch amber; 
Ch arles 
Albert 
Adams, 
former 
member of th e state board of ed­ 
ucation and Henry W. Coll, attor­ 
ney, say th at if anyth ing, th e tax 
base sh ould be broadened, rath er 
th an decreased. 


Under 
a 
welfare amendment 
adopted by th e people in 1944, th e 
state legislature h as auth ority to 
exempt property from 
taxation 
used for religious, h ospital, sci­ 
entific or ch aritable purposes, and 
under th e Revenue and taxation 
code, th e legislature h as exempted 
private, non-profit, educational in­ 
stitutions of collegiate* grade. Th e 


1961 action merely extends th e ex­ 
emption to such sch ools of less 
th an collegiate grade. 
Alth ough oth er religious sch ool# 
are involved, th e great bulk of th e 
property proposed for exemption 
consists^of th e Cath olic paroch ial 
sch ools. *Th e family wh ich ch ooses 
to send its ch ildren to such a 
sch ool is, in effect, taxed twice 
for educational purposes, once for 
public sch ool taxes, from wh ich it 
receives no exemption by reason 
of failing to use th e public sch ools, 
and th e second tiine th rough th e 
tuition ch arges, part of wh ich go 
to pay th e taxes on th e paroch ial 
sch ool. 


PROPONENTS OF THE measure 
contend th at if all th a ch ildren 
now in th e private sch ools th rough ­ 
out th e state were dumped into 
th e public sch ool system, it would 
cost th e taxpayers around $41,- 
000,000 per year in additional local 
taxes and state ADA allotments, 
pointing out th ey believe it is good 
business to allow th e tax exemp­ 
tion, wh ich th ey claim would cost 
only $700,000. 
Opponents claim th e paroch ial 
sch ool is a competitor of th e pub­ 
lic sch ool, and th at any aid, no 
m atter h ow small, given to th e 
paroch ial sch ool, must be to th e 
disadvantage of th e public sch ool.

100 Years Of 


Service To. State 


SAN FRANCISCO (U.W — The 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. cele­ 
brated today 100 years of service to 
the people of California during 
which the company has developed 
and progressed with the state. 
PG&E began as a small San 
Francisco gas company to 1652 and 
now ranks as one of the largest util­ 
ity systems to the world, employing 
18,579 persons and serving 2,565,403 
customers. 
The company expanded through 
series of mergers through the 
years and Is at present a consolida 
tion of 520 companies that had to 
dependent beginnings. 
The last merger was to 1950, when 
the 
"Big Three,” PG&E, 
Great 
Western Power Corp., and San Joa­ 
quin lig h t and Power Corp. became 
the presdht PG&E. 
In 1854 the company’« earliest 
predecessor, the San Trandaco Gas 
Co., introduced gas street lights in 
San Francisco. Another predecessor 
the California Electric Light Co., 
was the first in the world to distri­ 
bute electricity to customers com 
mercially. 
PG&E said It plans an expansion 
program in the next three years 
that will triple its prewar output.

Same Old Story: Trdish 
Piles Desecrate Nature . 


Old Mother Nature did a highly commend- 
•We job when the p it Marin county together. 
Our tree-dot ted hills, our redwood grove*, 
our picturesque shoreline and our many other 
gifts of nature combine to make thi» undeniably 
• garden »pot. 
Through the \eap that "civilized** human* 
have occupied the place, much has been done 
toward conservation of these natural endow­ 
ments; but considerable also has been done in 
the way of desecration. Wild game and fowl 
h*vt been all but driven to extinction; much of 
our shoreline has been polluted to the detri­ 
ment of fishing and taking shell fish. The face* 
of some of our hillsides ha\e been altered in a 
way that—putting it mildl)-doesn’t flatter 
them. 
Most of these desecrations have occurred 
over a period of years in such manner that as 
individuals we have been able to do little to 
stop the tide. 
But there is one desecration that takes place 
every year- A good many of us get all het up 
about it every par. We let some of our public 
officials know about it. They pledge renewed 
efforts. And that** about the end of it. 
We refer, of course, to the matter of dump­ 
ing refuse along our roads, despoiling the 
countryside. Maybe it’s because we get more 
sensitive to this abomination as the years go 
by, but we can't help feeling that the situation 
gets worse instead of better every year. 
It used to be. it seems to us, that we only 
saw the trash strewn along the road blighting 
what would otherwise be an attractive country­ 
side when we were riding in the country on a 
Sunday afternoon. 
Now, it seems to us, the abuse has invaded

some of our nicest residential neighborhoods. 
It it easy to blame our respective police de­ 
partments and our county sheriff for lack of 
vigilant enforcement. 
No doubt thev could help matters consider' 
ablv by redoubling their efforts. 


But we cannot place all the blame there. 
The real culprits obviously are. the people 
who thoughtlessly and illegally dump trash 
along roadsides Those people are individuals. 
They can conttol their own actions. They can 
halt this practice. 
Mostly, we think, it is a matter of laziness 
or ignorance. The offenders are too liiy to 
take the trouble to find out where the public 
dump is «Smith Bros, just opposite the Lucas 
Valley road intersection on Highway 101, north 
of San Rafael), or they arc ignorant of the fact 
that for only a small extra charge most of our 
scavenger services will pick up and dispose of 
almost anything. 
The Salvation Army in response to a tele­ 
phone call iDUnlap 8-4457) will send a truck 
around to pick up things the likes of which 
we have seen along our roads—old shoes, cloth­ 
ing, papers, magazines, etc. And after the Sal­ 
vation Army has picked them up, you may even 
get a "thank \ou” post card and invitation to 
call them again in the future if and when you 
have sqjnething to dispose of. 
Our law enforcement officers can help by 
"getting off the dime,” but the offenders among 
us can rectify the situation quicker and easier 
bv taking trouble to find out where the nearest 
public dump is, or having the scavenger haul 
the "junk” away, or having the Salvation Army 
pick up salvageable things.

—and the desk itself was placed flush against the 
wall in a corner of the room. 


On the walls were some old oil paintings of 
yestervear’s executives, and some autographed 


photos. Significantly there was a picture of the 


smiling Margaret Chase Smith, junior senator 


from Maine, and none from Owen Brewster. 


For Payne had recently edged Brewster from 


his Senate seat by capturing the Republican 


nomination, regarded in that stale by most 


people as tantamount to election.* 


Payne did not so regard it. He expressed con­

A Re­ 
publican himself, he fits into the "liberal ’ wing 
of his party exemplified by his colleague-to-be, 
Sen. Smith, and others of the admirable New 
England GOP bloc in the Senate. But he feels 
that the emergence of a stronger Democratic 
party in Maine, giving competition in ideas to 
the staid conservative bloc, is berth healthy and 
desirable for the state’s future. 


He believes, too, in that future. A large table 


on one side of his office is covered with ex­ 


amples of the state’s many and varied product* 


—many of which would be far more saleable if 


backed by modern production techniques and 
merchandising. Payne has sought to bring both 
to Maine industry. A good »tart has been made.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-The is­ 
sue on Proposition No. S on the 
November ballot is whether or not 
a 1951 action of the state legisla­ 
ture exempting the property of 
private school* of less than collegi­ 
ate grade, shall be sustained. The 
proposition is a referendum, and 
whichever way it gods, the legisla­ 
ture could take further action if it 
so desired. 
Proponents of the measure, who 
include Chester W, Nimitz, fleet 
admiral and regent of the Uni­ 
versity of California; Cf J. Hag­ 
gerty, California State Federation 
of Labor and Adrian J. Am Ik, past 
president of the state chamber of 
commerce, claim that only $700,000 
in taxes must be absorbed if the 
measure is adopted, lit all sections 
of the state.

of failing to use the public schools, 
and the second time through the 
tuition charges, part of which go 
to pay the taxes on the parochial 
school. 


PROPONENTS OF THE measure 
contend that if all the children 
now in the private schools through­ 
out the state were dumped into 
the public school system, it would 
cost the taxpayers around $41,- 
000,000 per year in additional local 
taxes and state ADA allotments, 
pointing out they believe it is good 
business to allow the tax exemp­ 
tion, which they claim would cost 
only $700,000, 
Opponents claim the parochial 
school is a competitor of the pub­ 
lic school, and that any aid, no 
matter how small, given to the 
parochial school, must be to the 
disadvantage of the public school.

Encephalitis Deaths Of 
78 Reported In Korea 
PUSAN, Korea (TP)—Encephalitis, 
a type of sleeping sickness, has 
taken the lives of 18 South Koreans 
in the first nine days of September, 
the Health Ministry said today. 
In Pusan, the crowded provisional 
capital, 10 deaths were recorded.
